The occasion was Perth Glory winning its 
first title...a 1-0 win over the Sydney side wrapping 
up the premiership. 
Big centre back Jamie Harnwell was the hero. 
Now that's familiar, for he's been cast in the hero 
role several times in recent weeks with sensational 
goals in draws against Wollongong Wolves and 

South Melbourne and last week's dramatic 

equaliser in the 3-3 deadlock with the Kingz in 

| Christchurch. 

He was also the goalscorer in that memorable 
game 10 months ago. It was his third goal of the 
regular season...and what a beauty. 

He ran the length of the pitch to get on the end of 
a high cross from right wing-back Rob Trajkovski to 
send a stunning header past keeper Paul Henderson 
in the 38th minute.

The victory enabled the Glory to finish with 64 
points from its 34 regular season games, four more 
than second-placed Wollongong Wolves. 

The Spirit, in its second season in the NSL, 
finished 13th with 36 points, a disappointment after 
the club had qualified for the top six play-offs in its 
debut season. 

This campaign has so far also been full of let 


downs for the Spirit, which promised much at the 


start of the season but has delivered little, much to 
the disappointment of Glasgow Rangers, the 
majority shareholder in the club. 

A barren run without success between December 
22 (when it beat Brisbane 1-0) and February 16 
(when it won again, 2-1 away over the Kingz) cost 
player-coach Graham Arnold his job. Arnie has 
since moved on to become Frank Farina's full-time 
offsider with the Socceroos. 

Mick Hickman, the Englishman who led Sydney 
Olympic to the 1989/90 premiership, has moved 
into the Spirit hot seat on a caretaker basis. There 
has been improvement to the club's fortunes, 
although last weekend's 3-2 home loss to Adelaide 
City Force might have dealt a death blow to its 
chances of qualifying for the top six play-offs. It is 
10th on the table, 10 points behind the sixth-placed 
team, Melbourne Knights. 

The Spirit, however, will still be a formidable 
opponent tonight. It has never won at Perth 
Oval...losing in the aforementioned game last 
season and going down 2-0 from goals by Paul 
Strudwick and John Markovski in the 1998/99 
season...but a tough encounter is guaranteed with 
stern resistance from the likes of young gun striker 
Ben Burgess, keeper John Perosh, the experienced 
Craig Foster and former Marconi utility Mike Smith. 

The Glory will be keen to exact revenge for the 
2-0 loss at North Sydney Oval in November, a 
bruising game that saw Brad Maloney and Gareth 
Naven limp out of the action with long-term injuries. 
Burgess and Alex Moreira were the Spirit scorers.

CLUB HISTORY 


[i January 1998, Soccer Australia announced the entry of the 38th team to the NSL since its foundation 
lin 1977. Northern Spirit's founder was high-profile Real Estate Institute of Australia head and former 
Marconi chairman, Remo Nogaretto. Other big names on the administration side were the club's inaugural 
president Kathryn Greiner (Sydney Councillor) and director Kerry Chikarovski (NSW Liberal Party leader). 
But it is on the field where it really matters, and again it was a predominantly high-profile and quality group 
initially enlisted. Returning to Australia to join the club was inaugural Spirit coach Graham Arnold. The 
prominent Socceroo was a great coup for the new club. Another prolific signing was Robbie Slater who, 
despite having the option of continuing his English career with Southampton, instead joined former Sydney 
United and Socceroo teammate Arnold at the Spirit. The club took the NSL by storm in 1998/99, making 
the finals at their first attempt and pulling record attendances - with crowds only comparable to those of the 
Glory. In the offseason, Scottish giants Rangers purchased a 51 per cent share in the Spirit. Yet despite the 
financial and management windfall, the club has suffered both on and off the pitch in season 2000/01, 
with inconsistent results disenchanting many spectators to the extent that home crowds dropped to the 
2000s, and when Mick Hickman took over from Arnold, who joined the Socceroos coaching staff full-time, 
the Spirit were languishing in the lower reaches of the league and looking unlikely to make the play-offs 
again, despite having, on paper at least, a very strong squad.

Where exactly did you play 

We were in the Cook Islands on an island called Roratonga and 
the conditions were pretty testing af times. One day there was a 
cyclone about 100 kilometres off the coast and we played on a 
pitch that didn’t have one speck of grass on, it was just fullon 
drenched in water. But we had to come up, we had to battle 
through that. There are things that we just can't control and we 
won every game quite convincingly and yeah, | was very happy 


__with the way we went. 


| saw some footage of that game and as well as the water, it 
looked like you were playing in a car park. 

That was a different pitch for that game, normally we played in a 
stadium, but it is quite an undeveloped country. There is only one 
road that runs through the island and it's about 40 kilometres long 
and you've done a lap of the whole island. It's very small, only 
about 4,000 people on the whole island so it was bit strange for us. 


When you had the two-legged final against New Zealand, they 
gave you real fright.

In reality they had three shots and they scored three goals. We 
had chance after chance we just couldn't convert and we nearly 
punished ourselves. We were lucky the game was over two legs 
and we came through in the end. 


You got the second goal in the deciding leg? 
Yes, it was a very emotional goal. It was an important goal for 
us and | was just glad | could score it really. 


It wasn’t your first goal of the tournament, how many did you get 
in all? In the end | scored six. 


From sweeper that’s not a bad return,

cot Miller is back in Perth and ready to show Northern 
Spirit why Frank Farina gave him his Socceroos debut 
in Colombia. 

The Glory are on a record 10-match unbeaten run, but 
some costly, if not creditable, draws against other top clubs 
has seen them lose ground in the race for a top-two placing 
and a chance to host the grand final. 

The 28-year-old said they dropped points against lowly 
Spirit in Sydney and are not about to make the same 
mistake.

"That was good because | didn't have to chase back 
quite as much (as he usually does) and spent more time in 
attack," added Miller.

"I'd never played 4-4-2, so | got to learn new things. | 
just didn't get a chance fo go on a run. 

"It was a scrappy game because of the state of the pitch 
and the altitude. We had only three days to get 
acclimatised, so it was hard on the boys. We knew it was 
going to be scrappy." 

The wing-back said the enormity of his Socceroos call-up 
didn't sink in until he had his shirt on and was about to 
walk onto the park. 

"| got a bit of the shakes," he said, 

And now that he has had a taste, he wants more. Miller 
said it was his proudest moment in football and is pleased 
to have represented his country, but he wants to say he 
played more than once. To achieve his goal he knows he 
has to continue playing well, especially against the likes of 
Northern Spirit. 

"It was a nice experience to go away, but this is my job, 
Miller said.

ve Buljubasic has had to look for 
inspiration...including the Divine sort...fo keep 
going during a two-year horror injury spell. But the 
popular sweeper, who has played only a handful of 
games in the last 28 months, is keeping his fingers 
crossed that he has turned the corner after making a 
comeback in last week's dramatic 3-3. draw with 

Football Kingz in Christchurch. 

He came into the game at halftime and showed 
some stylish...and confident...touches when he 
replaced skipper Gareth Naven in the sweeping role 
as the Glory switched tactics and clawed its way back 
into the contest. 

"| thought | did all right. | wasn't nervous and the 
coaches told me later that they had been happy with 
my effort," said Buljubasic, whose confidence has 
experienced more queasy ups and downs than a roller 
coaster ride at Disneyland in the last two years. 


He plummeted to the depths of despair after suffering 
a shocking double break to his right leg when tackled 
by Hamilton Thorp (ironically, later a teammate with the 
Glory) in the game against Adelaide Sharks at Perth 
Oval on November 29, 1998. 

Coach Bernd Stange said-at the time...privately, 
and not to Vinko...that it would probably take the 
defender about a year to overcome such a bad injury, 
which required screws and a long pin inserted into the 
leg to support breaks to the tibia and fibula bones. 

‘Almost 13 months to the day, Buljubasic made his 
comeback with the 30 centimetre long pin still holding 
the lower part of his limb together. He replaced Con 
Boutsianis to play the last eight minutes as a substitute 
in the home game against Marconi Stallions. His 
appearance sparked off the biggest cheer of the day. 

He made two other brief appearances before 
getting a 90-minute run in a friendly game against 
local side Floreat in January of last year. He ended up 
with blistered feet...but worse was to follow. 

Bulubasic might have been forgiven for thinking he 
was cursed when he ran foul of injury again...this time 
without even kicking a ball. He pulled a groin muscle 
when warming-up at halftime in readiness to go on as 
a substitute in the game against Football Kingz in 
Auckland on Australia Day last year. 

Having been told he'd been sidelined for at least 
another month with the injury, he took the opportunity 
fo go into hospital and have the pin removed. His aim 
was to quickly get back to full fitness in the hope of 
being included in the Glory's run towards the finals. 

He was unsuccessful, but did make a strong start in 
preseason games before the start of the 2000/2001 
campaign, getting 90 minutes under his belt in the 
friendly against Adelaide State league side Blue Eagles. 

But the injury hoodoo struck again and a hamstring 
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pull put an end to his thoughts of starting the season in 
the Glory line-up. He had only just got over that 
setback when a sharp pain experienced at training 
was diagnosed as a groin injury. 

Such was his frame of mind...just a week before 
Christmas...that he felt his career might well be over. 
But he sought reassurance elsewhere. "I'm off to church 
to say a few prayers," he said at the time. 

Whether he saw the light or not, Buljubasic has 
certainly worked as hard as at anytime in his 
career...which includes two NSL titles with 
Melbourne Knights...in the past few months to get 
his life back on track. 

"We discovered that my abdominal muscles were 
weakened after the broken leg and this was having an 
effect on my legs, which caused me to have so many 
pulls and strains," he said. 

"So, I've been doing extra work outside Glory 
training to strengthen those muscles. So far it's paid off. 
| still do them, and probably will continue to do them." 

But the big difference in Buljubasic these days is that 
he has discovered the power of positive thinking. 

"You must be positive," he said. "| went through a 
lot of bad times with depression, but you can't dwell on 
the past. I've learned that. A lot of players have been 
through what I've been through and have survived and 
gone on to do well. That's been an inspiration to me. 

"| was watching the Real Madrid - Leeds United 
Champions League game on TV this week and they 

were talking about David Batty having made a great 
comeback after having problems for two years. | take 
heart from that. It shows you what can be achieved. 

"But I'm not thinking too far ahead. I'll take each 
game as it comes."

AN OWN GOAL EXTRAVAGANZA 

There were five own goals scored in the NSL last weekend, the 
highest number ever scored in one round of the competition. 
The previous record number in a single round was four, which 
occurred once, in Round 15 of season 1996/97. The first own 
goal scored last weekend, by Glory skipper Gareth Naven, 
was in fact, the 300th own goal recorded in the NSL 
competition since its inception in 1977. Up until last weekend, 
two own goals had been scored in a match just nirie times (in 
5236 matches}, yet in the weekend's round of (six) matches, 
there were two games with two own goals. 


PAUSE IN OLYMPIC AND LEEDS TALKS 

Takeover discussions between Sydney Olympic and English 
supremos Leeds United appear to have slowed to a grinding halt 
with Olympic president Nick Politis saying talks with Leeds were 
continuing "but only on and off and there were other European 
clubs, including Dutch teams, he was speaking to about buying 
into the Australian club. Leeds is insisting on a controlling share 
in the Sydney club but the owners are reluctant to sell more than 
A9 per cent, Third placed Olympic also realise that if it wins the 
championship this year it will be in line to pick up around $4 
million if it, represents Oceania in the Club World 
Championship. The asking price for Olympic would then 
understandably be more and the club might just think about 
continuing independently. 


PRIDE LOOKING FOR OUTSIDE HELP 

National league doormat Eastern Pride is still negotiating with 
another Premier league side, Newcastle United The club is 
struggling at the foot of the league and there are serious 
concerns about its future next season. However the directors sold 
off the Pride's social club to ease debts and pay players and it 
is now looking at playing the majority of its games in 
Melbourne. Soccer Australia sought a guarantee from the club's 
directors that they would continue to finance the club until at least 
2003. The Pride, who have no hope of making the play-offs, 
aim to lift their profile in Melbourne and want to play Serie A 
side Reggina when it tours Australia in June. Reggina will also 
play games against Marconi and in either Perth or Adelaide. 


CLOSE CALL FOR POSTECOGLOU 

To say last Sunday's victory against New Zealand in the 
Oceania Youth Cup qualifiers was close is certainly putting it 
mildly. Ange Postecoglou, coach of the Young Socceroos, 
might well have been reaching for the razor blades after 17 
minutes when New Zealand captain Chris Killen put his team 
ahead 1-0 in the second leg and 3-1 on aggregate in the 
battle to qualify for the finals of the World Youth Cup. Itis now 
a matter of record that the Australians managed to turn their 
soccer superiority into goals in the nick of time and sealed a 
3-1 victory on the night with a golden goal. The former South 
Melbourne boss said that while he had to be concerned when 


his team gave a goal away, he remained confident the 
players were of sufficient quality to overcome the deficit. He 
argued that international football of this nature - where 
players are often only 90 minutes from elimination or failure 
to qualify - concentrates the mind and tells plenty about the 
team's character. Postecoglou will now take a 22-man squad 
to the East Asian Game$ in May, which he will use as a 
warm-up for the World Youth Cup tournament proper, which 
will be played in Argentina in June. 


WOLVES FACE TOUGH TASK IN SPAIN 

While Wollongong Wolves, players will pocket up to 
$50,000 each just for turning, up to the Club World 
Championship in Spain later this year, last season's NSL 
champions haye drawn two of the world's best teams in 
what is already being described as a "pool of death." The 
Wolves are drawn to play Diego Maradona's former team 
Boca Juniors (Argentina) and homeside Deportivo La 
Coruna as well as Egyptian team Zamalek FC (Egypt) in 
Group A of the 12+eam competition which kicks off in 
Spain on July 28. Group A: Boca Juniors (Brazil), 
Deportivo Coruna (Spain), Wollongong Wolves (Australia), 
Zamalek (Egypt) Group B: Palmeiras (Brazil), CD 
Olimpia (Honduras), Galatasaray (Turkey), ALHilal (Saudi 
Arabia). Group €: Real Madrid (Spain), Jubilo Iwata 
Uapan), Accra Hearts of Oak (Ghana), los Angeles 
Galaxy (US) Group winners and best second-placed team 
qualify for the semi-finals SEMI-FINALS: August 9:

MARCONI ANNOUNCE PATH TO STARDOM 

Club Marconi and Southern Districts Soccer Football 
Association Incorporated (SDSFAI) recently announced an 
agreement between the two leading soccer bodies that will 
see them combine their efforts in providing a pathway for 
the 7,000 players in the Liverpool/Fairfield areas. The 
new agreement will be for six years (2001-2006) and will 
extend to 18 continuous seasons. It will see Club Marconi 
provide home ground season passes for every junior 
player in Southern Districts, together with adult season 
passes for use by all club committees. Southern Districts, 
for their part will encourage their young players to trial, as 
a first option, with Marconi Stallions Youth teams and will 
grant Club Marconi first option for all meetings, functions 
and grand finals for the tenure of this agreement. SDSFAI 
will also participate in all Marconi Stallions promotions, 
including coaching clinics and regular visits to club 
training sessions by Marconi Stallion players.

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FAN APPEAL DELAYED 

British soccer fan Mark Forrester's appeal against his 
conviction for assaulting police during the Euro 2000 
soccer tournament was postponed until March 28 by a 
Belgian court. Forrester, one of some 750 British soccer 
fans arrested in Brussels and Charleroi during the 
tournament, had been sentenced fo a_ year's 
imprisonment, with six months suspended, in June 2000. 
Appeals court Judge Geo Raspe ordered that the hearing 
should be postponed after defence lawyer Jan Fermon 
said he wanted to show video footage taken by police of 
riots in central Brussels last year. Fermon said the footage 
would show Forrester walking away from the direction of 
the riots near Brussels’ historic Grand Place. Raspe said 
he wanted the police officer who arrested Forrester to be 
present during the showing of the video footage. 
Forrester, who was in court last Wednesday, was the only 
person to be convicted under a "fast track" system set up 
to process cases quickly during the soccer tournament. 


TERRACES RETURN UNLIKELY: SMITH 

England will not restore terraces at soccer stadiums after 
studying a report into standing accommodation in 
Germany, Culture, Media and Sport Secretary: of State, 
Chris Smith said. Standing terraces were removed in 
Britain by most Premier League soccer clubs after a 
report into the 1989 Hillsborough disaster in which 96 
people were crushed to death in the overcrowded 
Sheffield ground. A report from the Football Licensing 
Authority on the standing arrangements at Hamburg's 
Volksparkstadion in Germany concluded they would not 
be appropriate in Britain. "The government does not 
think that German stadia are unsafe," Smith said. 
"However, for good historical reasons, United Kingdom 
grounds have the highest standard of spectator safety in 
the world. Having considered the Authority's. advice, the 
government has concluded that safety must remain the 
primary consideration and remains convinced that 
current arrangements are the best." 


2002 KOREAN COINS MINTED 

Gold and silver coins commemorating soccer's 2002 
World Cup finals have been minted in South Korea, 
which is gearing up with Japan to co-host the biggest 
event in world football. Most of the coins feature a 
footballer in action against a background of Korea's 
World Cup stadiums. Half will be offered through a draw 
on April 15 and, if demand tops the limited supply, the 


second half will be sold next year. Fans outside Korea 
can purchase them through select coin shops. Prices for 
coins range from 15,000 won (AU$23) to 1.3 million 
won ($1,986) for a set. Denominations are 1,000, 
10,000, 20,000 and 30,000 won. They are sure to 
become instant collector items as only 63,008 gold coins 
will be produced compared to 175,000 gold coins 
made for the 1998 finals held in France. There will be 
fewer than 300,000 silver coins minted, versus 740,000 
in France and a whopping five million at the 1994 finals 
in the United States. The 2002 finals mark the event's 
debut in Asia and the first timestwo countries will co-host 
the event. Japan has not yet announced its plans for 
commemorative coins. 


AS ROMA SNARE CASSANO 

Antonio Cassano, the most promising teenager in Italian 
soccer has been signed by AS Roma. The Serie A leaders 
signed the Bari youngster, for 60 billion lire (AU$55.4 
million). The club said Cassano (18) would join on a five- 
year contract from the start of next season and would 
earn 36 billion lire ($33.2 million) during his stay. The 
fee was one of the highest in Italy for a teenager, as was 
the salary. As a consequence, the transfer rocketed 
Cassano into the top 10 most expensive players in the 
world. Meanwhile, an official from AS Roma and two 
from Inter Milan were named in the latest twist to the false 
passports scandal. The Inter officials were chief executive 
officer Rinaldo Ghelfi and technical director Gabriele 
Oriali, who played in Italy's 1982 World Cup-winning 
side. The Roma official was sporting director Francesco 
Baldini. All three were named by the Italian Football 
Federation (FIGC) in connection with the case of Inter's 
Uruguayan forward Alvaro Recoba, who was found last 
month to be in possession of a false Italian passport. 


GREEK PICTURE GRIM 

Dwindling attendances, crowd trouble, match-rigging 
allegations and poor stadium conditions all paint a grim 
picture of the state of Greek football. But the governing 
bodies of the world and European game visiting Athens 
next week say it is not the Greek government's job to fix 
it. A delegation from world governing body FIFA and its 
European counterpart UEFA will arrive in Greece to 
discuss government intervention in the game after a feud 
broke out between the Greek Football Association and 
the government department responsible for sport. FIFA 
and UEFA are worried that the heated row between the 


Greek FA (EPO) vice president and clubs! union (EPAE) 
president Victor Mitropoulos and the Sports Minister 
George Floridis is damaging the sport. The row, which 
has escalated to a major political issue in Greece, 
revolves around disputes over doping control, revenues 
from the pools, appointments of referees and cross- 
ownership. 


GARCIA NEW CHILE MANAGER 

Former Colo Colo coach Pedro Garcia was named as 
the Chilean national team's*new boss last Tuesday. He 
replaces Nelson Acosta who resigned recently following 
a disappointing run of results in Chile's bid to reach the 
2002 World Cup finals. Chile are currently seventh in 
South America's 10-eam qualifying group after three 
wins, one draw and six defeats. Under Acosta, Chile 
qualified for the 1998 World Cup in France and took the 
bronze medal in the 2000 Olympic tournament in 
Sydney. 


HUNGARY REVAMP TO COST $56 MILLION 
Hungary's Football Association is raising almost AU$60 
million to help reorganise soccer so the professional 
game can finance itself. The reorganisation could bring 
extra revenues of 17,7 billion forints ($120.7 million) for 
the clubs, government spokesman Gabor Borokai said. 
He told a news conference the government will 
guarantee an 8.3 billion forints ($56million) bond issue 
to help finance the reorganisation. The bonds will be 
issued by a company operated by the Hungarian 
Football Federation. 


BECKHAM WANTED FOR GAMES LAUNCH 

Superstar David Beckham is the star sports chiefs want to 
kick off next year's Commonwealth Games in style, even 
though soccer is not included in the games. They are 
considering asking Beckham to carry the Queen's Baton 
into Manchester next year and hope his appeal as 
England soccer captain can turn the spotlight on the city 
in much the same way that golfer Greg Norman helped 
to focus the mind of sports fans around the world by 
carrying the Olympic torch across Sydney Harbour 
Bridge last year. It would complete a perfect Old Trafford 
circle since United legend Bobby Charlton was the man 
who accepted the Manchester challenge in Kuala Lumpur 
in 1998. Meanwhile, Craig Reedie, chairman of the 
British Olympic Association, has been appointed to the 
Manchester 2002 board to beef up the runin to the 
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opening ceremony while the main stadium is sald to be 
on schedule for completion next March, It will have « 
capacity of 38,000, which will rise fo 48,000 when 
Manchester City takes possession in 2003 


BANKS TO SELL 1966 WINNERS MEDAL 

England legend Gordon Banks revealed his family's 
financial future was behind his decision to auction olf hly 
1966 World: Cup winner's medal. The medal, presented 
to him by the Queenifollowing the 4-2 Wembley final win 
over West Germany in 1966, is one of five items being 
auctioned by the former goalkeeper at Christie's later this 
month. Also under the hammer on March 23 will be the 
cap representing all six matches Banks played during the 
tournament, the shirt of Germany's goalkeeper on thal 
momentous day - Hans Tilkowski - and an autographed 
football signed by the 1966 England team The last item 
is a cap from the 1970 World Cup in Mexico, when 
Banks made his famous save from Pele's downward 
header, which is widely regarded as the best stop by a 
keeper ever. The collection is likely to reap over 
£100,000 ($286,000), beating the world record price 
of £91,750 ($262,000) for the red international shir! 
worn by hattrick hero Geoff Hurst in the 1966 final, 


DAUM BACK AT BESIKTAS 

Christoph Daum has been appointed coach of Turkish 
giants Besiktas to end his football exile. The German 
coach was fired as Bayer Leverkusen manager las! 
October after failing a drug test, with traces of cocaine 
found in his hair sample.He was due to become 
Germany coach at the end of this season, but was 
immediately told by the German Football Association 
(DFB) that that job offer had been withdrawn, following 
his test failure. He has signed a 15-month deal to take 
over the ninetime league champions, with immediate 
effect. Daum (47) takes over from Nevio Scala, who js 
suffering from a brain tumour. It will be his second spell 
in charge of Besiktas, following his successful reign from 
January 1994 to May 1996. Returning to Germany in 
1996, he masterminded the emergence of Bayer 
Leverkusen as leading challengers to Bayern Munich, 
finishing second three times and third once in his four 
seasons at the Ulrich-Haberland-Stadion. Besiktas are 
currently in fourth place, on the same points mark as 
second-placed Galatasaray and ___ third-placed 
Gaziantepspor.
